JBasle Pass, Tox., Nov. 21. In &

Ditched battle between government
and revolutionary forces at Zaca-teca- s

four hundred persons were
killed, according to official advlce3
which have beon received at Cludad
Porflrlo Diaz, across the border but
have been carefully withheld from the
Amejlcan side. The. nojvs comes di-

rect from various sources on the
Mexican side, but so well has tho
telegraph been censored that not a
word leaked to the American Bide

until railroad men brought informa-
tion, and a demand on the .Mexican
officials caused confirmation.

Revolutionists, following tho plan
adopted at Puobla last week, when
136 men and women wew killed,
arose and began a fusillade on the
eoldlers. The details of the engage-
ment aro lacking, but tho
fact remains that 400 persona, mostly
rebels, were killed.

American Consul Luther E. Ells-

worth has received Information con-
cerning the battle, but the Mexican
officials have minimized to him tho
loss of life. His report says that
less than 100 wore killed.

Revolutionary riots occurred at e,

near Cludad Porflrlo Diaz; at
Irapuato and at other places, but
owing to the censorship the facts
have not been given publicity except
as admissions that the sol'diors' were
compelled to flro into mobs of
rioters.

Two cars of guns and ammunition
intended for the rebels have been
seized nt San Antonio. As much as
$1,000,000 has been spent for muni-

tions of war by tho Maderos. Arm3
have been seized hero, at Pel Rio
and at Laredo. Tho. whole border on
both tides of tho Rio Grando is
seething and every Indication points
to a rovolutlon of magnitude un!es3
Madero Is capjured.

Customs Guards Turned Back. '
At Santa Maria, near Del Rio,

Tox., a scout patrol of 15 rebels mot
two Amorican customs guards who
had been detailed to watch helr ac-

tions. Tho rebels drow tholr weap-

ons and commanded tho guards to re-

turn to Del Rio and not molest them.
Tho Americans did so, making a re-

port to Deputy Customs Collector
Lakp Dowe.

They discovered In
tho morning that ho had evaded
them and was probably In Mexico.
It Is admitted that they have no Idea
whero Madero Is, but tho eye of
every secret service man of America
and Mexico Is turned to ascertain his
whereabouts, and he will bo arrested
on sight.

FIRING HEARD AFAR

Mexico City, Nov. 21. Telegrams

Washington Hears Little of Interest

of the officers of the state depart-
ment. No dispatches on the subject
wero received at the state depart-
ment from Henry L. Wilson, Ameri-
can ambassador at Mexico City. This
fact Is accepted hero as an indica-
tion that tho International phase of
tho troubjo is ended.

Senor Francisco de la Darra, the
Mexican ambassador, has received a
dispatch from tho Mexican foreign
ofllco' saying that tho rl6ts in Puebla
have been quelled' and that tho au-

thorities hive taken measures to
prevent a recurrence of tho dis-

orders.

BORDER IS UNGUARDED

Diaz Plans' to Get Rebels Into In-

terior, Then Crush Them.
El Paso, Tox., Nov. 21. Armed

Mexicans continue to flock towards
their native country from the border
territory of tho United States and
Mexican guards along tho border
near tho towns continue to bo
strengthened, but contrary to past
practices, the, ruralos are being with-

drawn from tho country and much of
tho Mexican boundary Is being neg-

lected at present. Two reasons are
suggested for this. One Is that the
Mexican government Is unable to
maintain a sufficient forco in these
isolated regions and fears the effect
of having Its men defeated In a pos-

sible brush with revolutionists, mid
another Is that tho government
wishes to drnw the revolutionists
Into tho interior as far as possible
and then crush them.

JOHNSTONE VICTIM

OF CARELESSNESS

Broken Biplane Had Been Bun-

gled In Repairing.

Denver, Colo., Nov. 21. Earl
Woods, who was directly under
Ralph Johnstone's biplane whim he
made his fatal descent, picked iip a
piece of painted wood which fell at
his feet. It had been split and glued.
One end bore the marks of in Iron
ring which had been held in place
by two 'fialls.

When Hoxsey saw It he said It was
from Johnstone's machine, and had
been split Thursday when John-
stone's machine got out of order. In
repairing It the glueing was badly
tonne and tho holes for tho two nails
Wteh held the Iron ring on had been
punched or bored by something
larger than the nails. While John'
stoiio was 800 feet up the nails work-
ed out, the ring slipped off and tho
fragment of wcod fell, mute evidence
that bungling work In repairing the
biplane cost tho life of Johnstone.

St. Petersburg, Nov. 21. Ten day3

after he had left his home at Yas-nay- a

Pollana In search of solitude
and peace of soul, Count Leo Tolstoy
passed away ot Astarovo.

The physicians allowed his wife and
family to enter the death chamber,!
but tho count was unconscious.
There were six doctors in attend-
ance, two of them being heart spe
cialists who bad been summoned.
from Moscow. Their .presence drew
a characteristic remark from the pa-

tient when e was recovering from
the ".second of three violent cardiac
attacks which preceded his
hours.

"There are millions of people in
the world," said the dying count,
"and many of them are suffering.
Why, then, aro you all around the
bed of one sick man?"

These are said to have been hl3
last coherent" words, although he
lived several hours after uttering
them. When hp recovered from a
previous attack he took the hand of
his eldest daughter, Latlana, who
was beside his bed, and said: "Now
comes death. That's all!"

His third seizure left him so weak
that the physicians saw that recov-
ery was hopeless, and then they ad-

mitted the countess.
Villagers Show Respect.

Shortly after death the body was
clothed In the black shirt and other
moujlk garments which Tolstoy
habitually wore. The expression of
the face was peaceful and natural
The villagers decked tho death room
with pine boughs and afterwards the
residents of the neighborhood, of all
classes and ages, and many from a
distance, walked past the bier. A
majority of those mourners were
peasants and school children.
